IN THE SAME BOAT 

Italy and Japan have found common ground 
for mutual approval and support. Japan 
having grabbed Manchuria, and Italy having 
grabbed Ethiopia, they are exchanging certifi- 
cates of character, in the form of official notes 
of “recognition” of the justice, propriety and 
success of their adventures in conquest. 

This, it may be assumed, implies more than 
that Tokyo and Rome are wiping the tarnish 
from each other’s shields, not to say the blood 
from each other’s weapons.

The Treatment For Colds 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The best time to start treating a cold is when 
it first makes its appearance, for once it be- 
comes established, it will generally last for 8 to 
10 days longer. 

Unless a cold brings on some complication, it 
is self-limiting. ‘This means that as soon as it 
has run its course, it will 
cease to be. Many people who 
are aware of this, have the 
opinion that the only thing 
needed for a cold is to give it 
time. It should be remember- 
ed, however, that when a cold 
occurs, the body is trying to 
throw out waste products 
through the mucous mem- 
brane and it is better to assist

this process by increasing elimination threugh 
other channels. 

The patient with a cold should drink large 
quantities of water which is helpful in flushing 
the system and thus removing certain wastes by 


way of the kidneys. The large intestine should 
be thoroughly cleansed as soon as the cold starts, 
by one or two daily enemas. The activity of the 
pores of the skin should be increased by several 
sponge baths daily and it is a good plan to in- 
duce copious sweating by means of the follow- 
ing procedure: 

After taking the enema, take a hot bath and 
get into bed, using only woolen blankets as a 
covering. Hot water bottles should be placed at 
the foot of the bed if necessary, and you must be 
well tucked in so that no air enters around the 
shoulders between the body and the blankets, 
Within a short time, you will begin to perspire 
and you are then to drink an infusion made by 
pouring boiling water over a grapefruit which 
has been cut into small pieces, This mixture 
must be placed in a glass dish or bowl and is 
allowed to stand for thirty minutes. You are 
then to drink this infusion, taking about four 
to eight ounces at a time, every half hour. The 
skin is left on the grape-fruit and one quart of 
boiling water is to be used. 

I find that the grape-fruit juice when taken 
in this way, has a very beneficial effect in 
stimulating the liver and is particularly helpful 
in the treatment of colds. 

Continue the sweating treatments for several 
hours if necessary, being very careful to avoid 
chilling. In many instances, it will be found 
that the temperature returns to normal during 
this time. Part of the effectiveness of the treat- 
ment depends upon taking large amounts of 
fluid while undergoing this measure. Therefore, 
after, the grape-fruit juice has been used up, it 
is often a good plan to keep on drinking, taking 
hot water at frequent intervals. At the end of 
the sweating treatment, change to clean cloth- 
ing and have dry blankets put on the bed, but 
be very sure to keep warm. 

Most people with colds are content to fast 
for the first few days, taking orange juice or 
grape-fruit juice or tomato juice during this 
time, inasmuch as the appetite is lost. It is well 
to remember that fatigue is one of the principal 
causes of colds and you should therefore try to 
sleep as much as possible. 

After you have cured yourself of this cold, 
try to use more of the alkaline forming foods 
in your diet. Also start the habit of getting vig- 
orous exercise daily. If you have no other form 
of exercise available, then at least take a caily 
walk. Also, try to get out into the sunshine 
whenever possible. If you are unable to seek 
the sunlight, it would be a good plan to find a 
doctor’s office equipped with the ultra violet 
ray generator and to take some of these treat- 
ments. Another very important rule to observe 
in preventing colds is to avoid constipation. 

You will be able to avoid colds in the future 
only by following those rules of living which 
build good health and raise your resistance. 
These rules are outlined in my article called 
NEW HABITS FOR HEALTH. I suggest that 
those having many colds, send for the article 
and use it as a daily guide. Enclose 4c and a 
large, self-addressed envelope.

The most important and most hopeful news 
for western Canada came over the wires a few 
nights ago, announcing that eastern Canada is 
up in arms at the cruel way in which she is 
being exploited under the federal] tariff, for the 
benefit of western Canada, 

It appears that last season when sanctions 
were declared against Italy, the B.C. cherry 
growers tried their skill at processing cherries 
to be used on top of ice cream sundaes and in 
cherry cocktails. They find they can produce 
these processed cherries as well as the Italians. 
There seems to be no reason why the market in 
Canada for cherries for cocktails and ice cream 
sundaes can't be filled by our own cherry grow- 
ers, They ask to be protected to a degree where 
the grower can be assured of five cents a pound 
for choice cherries for preserving 

At this outrage, which is calculated to in- 
crease the cost of living of the average Ontario 
family by 0.0001 cents per year, the eastern 
tariff jugglers are highly indignant. The tariff 
was never intended to be a two-way tariff they 
say, with western Canada preserving cherries 
to ensure the grower five cents a pound, against 
the protection afforded the enstern manufacturer 
for the articles he sells in the west—socks, 
gloves, shirts, overalls, boots, furniture, glass, 
paints, hardware, blankets, sheets, farm imple- 
ments, cutlery, dishes, stoves, and everything 
else that the westerner must use. 

To the easterner, who long has revelled in a 
one-way protective tariff, there is something 
shocking in the spectacle of a drug-store dis- 
penser standing in socks that have paid 171% 
per cent, boots that have paid 2242 per cent, a 
shirt that has paid 2742 per cent and pants 22!» 
per cent, held up with suspenders that paid 25 
per cent and covered by an apron that paid 27 
per cent, spooning ice cream. from a can that 
paid 20 per cent, with a spoon carrying 33 per 
cent and putting it in a glass that pays 25 per 
cent. For him, its perfect beauty is spoiled, be- 
cause the dispenser must top the concoction 
with a cherry that carries sufficient protection 
to ensure the western cherry grower five cents 
a pound for his cherries, 

“Why should eastern Canada be sacrificed to 
make profits for the west,” demanded counsel 
representing the Italian cherry importers. Echo 
asks “Why?” 

It would serve western Canada right if the 
east was to insist on the division of western and 
eastern Canada, rather than pay duty on the 
cherries in its cocktails. Some day it will come 
to that, and the sooner the better for the West.
